d. tion it finds it, and defends it well from thg 
Drought : But in caſe you may not have Dung 
enough to cover all your Trees, you may lay 
heaps of Graſs and Weeds ; but then they mu 
have no Roots, leſt they ſhould take hold of 
the Earth; or for need you may alſo ſuppl 
that defect with Hay, and in the Month d 
Fune there is nothing better for this purpoſg 
and to keep the great Hear of the Sun from q; 
verdrying and parching the Earth, than to lay 
Fearn, that is yet green, and not much withe 
ed ; a Covering that does very much defenf 
the Earth, both from this dryneſs, as alſo tg 
ep it ſupple, and to hinder it from waſhing 
away, if there ſhould happen any violent Raith 
The Dung does however more befriend i 
Soil, in that its ſaltneſs and Fat ſtill ſinks inch 
the Earth, eſpecially when the Rains fall, 2 
makes it ſtill more and more fertile. 6 
3. As to the feveral Labours that are nece 
ſary for the proſperity of your Plantation, 4 
Trees, whether newly planted, or of ol 
ſanding, require at leaſt four every Year. I 
firſt at the end of Winter, that is to ſay, in i 
beginning of March, which ought to be vel 
deep; the ſecond in May, after a little Bay 
which is not to be deep, and wherein half

much greater ſecurity than the Standards, and 
even than the Dwarf-trees and Shrubs, for a8 
much as the Poles to which they are faſtnedy

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bear ſtand in greater ſecurity, than in other 
Trees ; and moreover, this kind of Plantation

1. TJ T is not enough to feta Tree in a good 
Place, and to husband and cultivate it 
well when it is pl-nred ; but you muſt alſo pre- 
ſerve it from ſeveral Accidents to which it is 
ſabject, and defend it from a thouſand little 
Enemies that attack it. Caterpillers, Locuſts, 
Cantharides Ants, and a Number of other forts 
df lictle Animals, denounce open War againſt 
your Trees, with innumerable Arms without, 
nd Moles, Field- mice, and certain little white 
Worms that eat the Roots, perſecute them 
within the Earth. Nay, there are certain little 
Worms that breed in the very ſubſtance of che 
Very Tree it ſelf, and in the moſt vital part of 
It, which is betwixt the Wood and the Bark, 
Which cauſe the Branches to wither, and by 
ittle and little, if not lookt unto, will to ally 
eſtroy it. The Rar: and the Waſps will alſo

2. As to Caterpillers, you are to have an e- 
ſpecial care during the Winter Seaſon, to take 
away all the Kells, or Web-like Receptacles 
that hang upon the Trees, wherein the Seed 
of tis pernitious Vermine is concealed ; in do- 
ing of which, it will not be enough to cleanſe 
the Fruit trees only, and choſe that chiefly re- 
quire the Gardiners moſt particular Care; but 
you are moreover to cut all the Hedges, and 
the Branches of the other Trees that grow 
within three or four Hundred Yards round a- 
bout, the vicinity whereof would otherwiſe in- 
fallibly within a little Space, infect your more | 
precious Plants wich this fatal Peſtilence, ſo | 
ſoon as the Vermine ſhould come to diſcloſe. $ 
You are allo to take care to buri all thoſe Kells, | 
it being not ſufficient to cleanſe them from the 
Trees, and ſtill to leave them upon the Ground, 
where they would breed as well as upon the 
Trees themſelves. Of theſe there is a certain 
Sort, thac breed in little Rings, which wrap 
themſelves about the ſmaller Branches of the 
Trees, and are by ſo much the harder to take 
away, by how much they are almoſt inviſible B 
till they are diſcloſed. and then it is that you are 
to diſpatch them as well as the others, that are 
immediately engendred by the Impreſſion of 
the Air, when the Evening and Morning Cold} 
makes them to knit and crowd together.

25 to the firſt of which you may indifferently 
either graft or inoculate ; but for the Quinces, 
they proſper infinitely better being inoculated ;

20. Quince-ſiocks are much more proper 
ſor all forts of Dwarf-pears and Eſpalliers, 
than the Wildings, by reaſon that they natu- 
rally encline to that Figure, whereas the other 
ate evermore aſpiring; and muſt be eternally 
cut and ſlaſht, to ſubdue and correct them; and 
Experience has mads it plain, that Pears graft- 
ed upon Quinces, bear much more and fairer 
Fruit, and are more eaſily periwaded into the 
| Figure for which they were deſigned, than the 
others, which are apt to ſpend themſelves into 
Wood. It is true, that at the firit bearing, the 
Fruit that comes from the Guince-Nock, does 
often retain a Smatch of its kind, eſpecially in 


a ſtiff ſturdy Soil, but chat is ſoon gone, and 
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the two or three firſt Years fo carry it off, that 
there afterwards remains no difference in the 
Taſte The following Chapter ſhall ſet down 
ſome ſorts of Fruits, that will ſucceed well in 
this Figure, being grafted on the Wilding; ws 
of thoſe there are very few: In the me 

time, you are only in this place to obſerve, 
that in a light Soil, you are to make uſe of no 
other Trees for Shrubs and Eſpalliers, but ſuch 


as are grafted upon r only, in ſtiff and 
landy SITUATIONS 3 1 confeſs thoſe ra ee f from 


the Wilding do ſometimes better ſucceed 
31. There is vaſt difference betwixt the ie Ap. 
ple-Quince and the Pear Quince, of which 
= firſt has a greyer Bark enclining to white, 
more ſmooth and fl:ek, his Branches thicker 
and more forked, the Leaves not ſo large, and 
the Fruit leſs, and more full of Core, The 
Pear Quince {ſhoots out his Branches more 
{traight, has a blacker Bark, and downy with- 
al, the Leaves much larger, and the Fruit fair- 
er, and not ſo full of Core. And this is it you 
are to chuſe to graft upon, for the Tree will 
ever retain all the good Qualities of the 


Stock, will put out a much finer Head, and 


will bear a much better Fruit; whereas on the 
contrary, the Apple-Quince Stock, not being 
able to keep Pace with the Grait you put into 
it, when the Tree arrives at its Stature, and has 
formed its Head, it will appear that the Foot, 
which is the Stock, does by no Means anſwer 


to the Growth above, but leaves a deformed Tu- 


mour in the Part where the Graft and Stock are 
united;

found out a ſort of Pear-Quince, called the 
Portugal :

32. When you plant Pear-Quinces in Nur- 
ſeries, or in the Place where you deſign to

Many are off n 
Opinion, that it is not good to plant Nurſe- y 
ries in a fruitful Soil; for which, the Reaſon | 
they give is, that the Trees being drawn out of P 
ſuch a Soil, and not finding elſewhere fo good th 
Entertainment, cannot proſper, having been ot 
uſed to a better Diet, and on the contrary, ce 
thrive and come on to a Miracle, if tranſplant- or 
ed from a lean and hungry Soil, to a better er 
and more fruitful. Nevertheleſs, Experience! th 
makes us ſee and know, that Trees raiſed in af pu 
bountiful Soil, and particularly in a light M 
Mould, are much better co tranſplant into any or 
Soil whatever, than the other; of which hel no 
Reaſon is allo moſt evident, for a: much as thoſe i 
Trees have manifeſtly ever more fairer Roots, ed, 
and more hairy Fibres ; and moreover, a more the 
generous Sap, and more Force. in a good soil, 
which gives them a great deal more Vigour inſt | — 
any Place to whichthey ſhall be removed, than 
the other; which being taken our of an ill} 0} 
Soil, have never good Root, and are always, 
languiſhing and ſickly. | 
Now let me tell you, that in order to great 
and continual Planting, it is not ſufficient to. 
have Nurſeries only, but you muſt have Nur- 
ſerics of Nurſeries, that is to fay, you are to Hy, 
have ſufficient out of your own Stock, where 200 
with continually to furnifh and ſupply your othe 
Nurteries. To which purpoſe you are to ſowÞiige 
Apple and Pear-Pepins (but ſeparately, that | 
they may not be promiſcuouſly confounded to- 
gether) in a Plot, or Plots well prepared to} 
that effect; to do which, you need only to 
ſtrew the Pull: of Cider or Perry upon tel 
Earth digged and made ready for it, and after 
ward rake it in, as Gardiners do their ordinary 
Gardens 
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Garden-ſeeds, and a Year or two after you 


may draw .them thence, and plant them in 


your Nurſeries. As for Peaches and Apricots, 
they are always raiſed from the Stone, and 
Plums are to be taken of the Suckers which 
ſnoot out from the Roots of black Damſons, 
or the St. Julian Plum. And for what con- 
cerns Quince-ſtocks, you are to raiſe great 
ones to no other end, but to ſhoot forth Suck- 
ers, which is done by cutting them cloſe by 


the Ground, and nipping off the Branches they 


put out from the top every Year, by which 
Means thoſe that ſhoot from within the Earth, 


or Layers covered with it, will take Root e- 


nough to be tranſplanted the Year following, 
Into any Place for which they ſhall be deſign- 


ed. Plums of Paradiſe are alſo raiſed after 
the ſame manner. 


Of the different kinds of Fruits, and after 


what manner they beſt proſper. 


Here are ſome who are of Opinion 
that all the Fruits that were not known a 


Hundred Years ago are not worth planting, and 


good for nothing; and on the contrary, ſome 
others, who are curious to have of all forts in- 
differently good and bad, and think they excel 
all other Planters, when they have got into 
their Plantations a great Number of uncourh 


Names, and ſuch as peradventure were by molt 


others never heard of before: But both theſe 
Extreams are equally to be avoided, for as

Of theſe the Precoces ſeem to be but of late 
Years taken notice of, or at leaſt in requelty 
and not conſiderable for any thing, if not fot 
being ripe the ſooneſt of all other Fruits 
which yer, to make moreearly, are tobe graits 
ed upon the Haſting-Cherry- ſtock, and planted 
to the utmoſt benefit of the Sun, in Eſpalliers 
againy 
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againſt a Wall, to the end that the extraordi- 
nary Heat may yet advance their Maturity. 

The Guigne, or G«/con- Cherry, the Bigarreau, 
or Motley-Cherry, and the Griote, or Crab-Cher= 
ry, are of the fame Nature with the other Cher- 
ries, and therefore merit no particular Obſer- 
vation, if not that Cherries and Griotes are 
very proper for Shrubs and Dwarf-Trees, as 
we have already obſerved in the Chapter of 
Shrubs and Buſhes; but the Bigarreaux and 
the Guignes, do not proſper fo well that way, 
by reaſon the Trees run too much into Wood, 
and therefore would be raiſed in Standards. Of 
Guignes there are three ſorts, white, red, and 
black, which are called Hearts; but of Bigar- 
reaux and Griotes, we know but one Kind of 
each only. 

Of Apricots we know no more than two or 
three forts, namely, the little Musk Apricot, 
another whoſe Almond or Kernel is ſweet, and 
the ordinary Apricot ; all which require a very 
great Shelter and Security from the Weather, 
and are more proper for Eſpalliers, than either 
Dwarf-trees or Standards. There are many 
more different Kinds and Sorts of Plums, than 
of Cherries and Apricots, of which thele are 
the chief,

well to raiſe a great many of theſe two kinds

and alſo tafte much ſweeter and leſs cart, than 
thoſe gathered ripe from the Tree. As to the 
Winter- fruits, whether to eat raw, or to bake, 
and whether Apples or Pears, you are to let 

them hang ſo long as ever you can upon the 
Tree, even to the end of October, and then 
take heed always to gather them in fair Wea— 
ther, and a bright ſhining Sun, to the end the 
Fruit may be very dry, and without any kind 
of moiſture upon: them at the time of their ga- 
thering. 

You ſhould alſo be careful not to break the 
Stalk of the Fruits you intend to keep, and in 

gathering to touch them as little, and as nicely 
as you can. 

The ſame thing is done to Fig- trees, that is 
done to the Eſpalliers, boch in planting and 
Palliſadoing; and they are to be cut after the 
ſame manner with Apricots and Peaches in the 
decreaſe of the Moon in March, for as much as 
they are pithy and tender, and are impatient of 
the Cold. 
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
